study, to know and then to tell what 
is needed.

BOOK FAIRS—ARKANSAS VARIETY

The fourth Arkansas Book Fair in 
Little Rock, October 27-31, proved 
most enjoyable to the several thou- 
sand people who examined the 1,500 
books sent from the Children’s Book 
Council in New York City. Again 
four libraries of Greater Little Rock, 
the Arkansas Library Commission, 
the Little Rock Public Library, the 
North Little Rock Public Library, and 
the Pulaski County Library spon- 
sored the fair held in the Education 
Building of the Temple B’Nai Israel. 
Helping to make the fair a success 
through contributions were the Ark- 
ansas Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers, the Arkansas Department of the 
American Legion Auxiliary, the Ark- 
ansas Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and the Arkansas Library Associa- 
tion. The expense of printing book- 
lists of all books on display was de- 
frayed by Allsopp and Chapple, the 
Baptist Book Store, and the book de- 
partment of Pfeifers of Arkansas. 


This year’s theme Explore With 
Books was carried out through ten 
different categories into which the 
books were divided. The visiting 
authors, Helen Hoke Watts, Mebane 
Burgwyn, C. H. Frick, and Ruth 
Thomas, spoke at programs at the 
Temple to local children as well as 
those who had come in by bus from 
over the state. Then they graciously 
appeared at several school assemblies 
in greater Little Rock. This enabled 
many more children to meet a “sure- 
enough” author. Each program 


opened with fifteen minutes of enter- 
tainment provided by different 
groups of school children. This en- 
tertainment varied from a puppet 
theater show of Little Toot to a flan- 
nelgram of The First Book of Toys to 
reviews of books by C. H. Frick to 
“This is Your Life, Mebane Burg- 
wyn.” 


Over 100 entries were received in 
the statewide Book Fair poster con- 
test. The winners in the elementary 
school division were: Judy Russell 
of Forest Park School, Little Rock; 
Linda Lee Terhune of Clendenin 
School, North Little Rock; Honorable 
mention to Judy Wood of Caraway, 
Arkansas. In the Junior High divi- 
sion the prizes went to Diane Russell 
of Forest Heights, Little Rock; and 
Joyce Booth of Caraway; Honorable 
mention to Lois Ward of Caraway 
and Carole Hutte of Mabelvale. In 
the High School division the winners 
were Richard Green of Central High, 
Little Rock, and Jeanne Ashmore of 
Hall High, Little Rock. Honorable 
mention went to Betty Niemeyer of 
Hall High School, Little Rock. 


As usual the books are being shown 
in numerous book fairs around the 
state. By Christmas they will have 
been shown in Ashdown, Danville, 
Fayetteville, Bentonville, and Arka- 
delphia. Other fairs made up of 
books from the traveling exhibit were 
held in Rector, Morrilton, Paragould, 
Hughes, McGee, and Stuttgart. Re-

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ports of these fairs sent to the Ark- 
ansas Library Commission have con- 
tained the following glowing com- 
ments: 


“We think our Book Fair gets bet- 
ter each year. The students and 
teachers listed 200 titles they hope 
we can place on our shelves the 
coming year.” 


“T’ll have to take my hat off to you 
— you’ve got some humdinger 
books here.” 


“It was estimated that one or both 
parents of 80% of our school fam- 
ilies were present during the book 
festival.” 


“T’d like to read clear across the 
room.” 


“I longed for those who had made 
the Book Fair possible to see the 
faces of our children and listen to 
the ‘quietness’ of the library when 
90 children were completely ab- 
sorbed in the books of their choice.”

“This is a good book. It has all the 
right words in it.” 

“Biography has usually been ‘tops’ 
but this year the information and 
science books were the two most 
popular of all.” 

“Many of the children left saying, 
‘T’ll see you next year’.” 

“If I were only a poet, I could con- 
dense all the various joys of our 
Book Fair into a few beautiful 
words so that you would under- 
stand what these attractive books 
have meant to our school children, 
our faculty, and our community.” 


Immediately after Christmas the 
books will be divided into two travel- 
ing book fairs, one moving south of 
Little Rock, and one moving north of 
Little Rock. There are still some 
open dates if you would like to have 
a Book Fair in your community. It 
is a wonderful way to bring the 
school and the community closer to- 
gether. 


TO HAVE BETTER PEOPLE, IMPROVE THEIR READING, 
TEACHERS ARE TOLD 


People, to a certain extent, are 
what they read. 


Take the example of a person who 
reads nothing but confession maga- 
zines and one who reads the Satur- 
day Review. 


“They will be different in the way 
they speak, in their ability to discuss 
a variety of topics and in their atti- 
tudes,” Miss Margaret Rausch, a 
former English teacher and now a 
Chicago textbook editor, said at the 
English Section meeting of the Ark- 
ansas Education Association [on 
November 8] at East Side Junior 
High School, Little Rock. 


The problem for the teacher, she 
said, was getting students to read 
literature instead of what is trite and 
shoddy. 


The problem reduces itself to de- 
veloping in students an understanding 
of four things, she declared. 


These are the literal meaning of 
words, interpretation, critical read- 
ing and integration of what is read 
with what is already known. 


“The core and heart of English 
teaching is looking for a broader 
meaning,” Miss Rausch said. 


She said she had just read a book 
that contained no words beyond the 
comprehension of a fifth-grader, be- 
cause the story was written from the 
viewpoint of a child. 


But she said no fifth-grader could 
possibly comprehend the full mean- 
ing of the book. 


On the other hand, she said she had 
read a Sherlock Holmes story that 
contained words on a 10th-grade level 
which actually was much easier for 
= to understand than the other 
book. 


One factor in helping children to 
interpret what they read, she said,

was teaching them the connotation 
of words. 


“A girl may say she’s skinny but 
she’ll giggle about it and treat it as 
a joke,” Miss Rausch said. “She won’t 
like being called thin but she will be 
flattered if she’s described as being 
slender. 


“All three words mean the same 
thing—the difference is in the con- 
notation. Connotation often is a clue 
to understanding a character or an 
author’s viewpoint.” 


Miss Rausch said that literature 
was a great factor in influencing life 
and told the teachers they must select 
literature that students will be able 
to read and that will influence their 
lives. 


When she was a teacher, she said, 
a boy in her class came up to her once 
and told her his mother would be at 
the next Parent-Teachers Association 
meeting. 


“T haven’t let her come before”, 
he said, “She don’t know English 
good. But I don’t want to be like that 
guy in the story we read today.” 


The production of pleasant pictures 
seems to be one of the lesser ob- 
jectives in present-day methods of 
teaching art in the public schools. 


‘The public schools of Morrilton, 
among the best-financed in the state, 
have their own art supervisor, Miss 
Peggy Watson. 


ARKANSAS LIBRARIES 


Miss Watson addressed the Ark- 
ansas Art Education Association at 
City Hall in the afternoon on the ob- 
jectives of the program at Morrilton. 


She topped the list with this one: 


“That the child learns to express his 
own individual way of seeing the 
things and happenings around him 
and not copy someone else’s.” 


Art should develop independent 
thinking and the child’s appreciation 
for beautiful lines, colors and shades. 


It should help the youngsters be- 
come familiar with the tools of art 
and it should help them learn how 
to work together and take turns, as- 
sume leadership and when appropri- 
ate, follow the lead of others. It also 
helps to teach them how to plan 
things, then carry out the plan. 


Of course, eventually the young- 
sters have to become a little more 
adept with the paint and brush or 
they become discouraged and lose 
interest. 


Miss Watson is the supervisor of 
art in four schools, among which she 
divides her time, advising 34 class- 
room teachers in various art instruc- 
tional methods. She will conduct an 
in-service training program for the 
teachers starting next spring.

NORTH ARKANSAS REGIONAL LIBRARY

Through efforts of the Woman’s 
Book Club and other library-minded 
Harrison citizens, another milestone 
in library service for Harrison and 
Northwest Arkansas is about to be 
reached. 


Ground-breaking exercises for a 
new, modern library building were 


held Tuesday, November 26, at the 
site of the new building, adjacent to 
the Boone County Hospital on Jaycee 
Avenue and north Willow Street, in 
Harrison. 


The building will be constructed 
by the Woman’s Book Club of Har- 
rison at ‘an estimated cost of $27,000

Mrs. D. G. Griffiths is extension librarian in charge 


of bookmobile service for the six-county area. 
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to serve the six-county regional li- 
brary, which now includes two addi- 
tional counties, Searcy and Baxter. 
The regional library as organized in 
1944 was composed of Boone, Carroll, 
Marion, and Newton. 


The building will be a two-story, 
red brick structure with 4,960 square 
feet of floor space. The Harrison 
Branch will be on the main floor, with 
the Regional and Extension work in 
the basement which will also have a 
garage for the Bookmobile and a con- 
ference room with kitchen facilities. 


The building will be constructed 
with a view toward expansion up to 
50,000 book capacity. At the present 
time, the North Arkansas Regional 
Library owns 25,821 books. 


The local Woman’s Book Club has 
furnished headquarters for the Re- 
gional Library in Harrison since Jan- 
uary 1, 1944, and a public library for 
Harrison since 1903, without receiving 
any revenue for rental from any 
source. 


Early this year, the Arkansas Li- 
brary Commission asked Mrs. Frances 
Neal, executive secretary and Li- 
brarian, to meet with the local Re- 
gional board outlining state and fed- 
eral aid for the local library. Mrs. 
Neal reported that the state board 
would give $15,000 in new books im- 
mediately, provide a Bookmobile, pay 
the operational expense including sal- 
aries of the Bookmobile librarian, 
driver and clerk for two years and a 
basic book collection for new coun- 
ties added to the regional setup after 
passing the millage tax, provided that 
the Regional Board met certain re- 
quirements. 


One of the big requirements was an 
adequate building with parking fa- 
cilities. 


Jack Short, a member of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and of the 
Library Board, suggested that a por- 
tion of the land leased by the Jaycees 
near the hospital be given for the 
new library building site. 
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The in-coming president of the 
Woman’s Book Club, Mrs. Lex Moore, 
appointed a building committee to 
work out plans for construction and 
financing of a new library building. 


Miss Mary Coffman, local archi- 
tect, provided plans and blueprints. 


Contract for construction was 
awarded the L. C. Ruff Construc- 
tion Company. The new building is 
expected to be ready for occupancy 
within sixty to ninety days. 


Establishing bookmobile service in 
an area where there has been none 
is one of the most satisfying jobs a 
librarian could have. 


Served previously by a shelf of 
books in a country store the patrons 
are pleased—and surprised—to see 
the selection that they find on the 
bookmobile. They pick out an arm- 
load and always come back for more. 
They read Broadway plays, biogra- 
phy, history, travel and religion. The 
non-fiction books circulate as much 
as fiction. 


The intent of the Library Services 
Act to expand and improve rural li- 
brary service has been the basis for 
the use of federal funds in the North 
Arkansas Regional Library. Careful 
planning in advance by the 
Arkansas Library Commission made 
it possible to move rapidly into the 
first rural area qualifying for the 
funds to expand and reorganize ser- 
vice and place a bookmobile with a 
trained staff and well-balanced col- 
lection of books on the road in that 
area. 


Four counties had composed the 
North Arkansas Regional library. 
Two of these counties had a millage 
tax and the quorum courts in the 
other two counties contributed funds 
for library service. To qualify for 
the federal funds two adjoining coun- 
ties were invited by the board of 
trustees to become members of the 
regional library. Both of these new 
counties had passed a library tax. 
One had an organized library with a 
basic collection, the other was still 
unorganized. The only trained li- 
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brarian in the system was the re- 
gional librarian who was working on 
her Master’s degree in library science 
during the summer months. 


The basic needs of the region were 
books, trained personnel, a mobile 
unit of service and the simplification 
of records and service to speed the 
flow of books into the rural areas. 
The Arkansas Library Commission 
had added staff members in order to 
select, buy, and catalog a basic col- 
lection for the bookmobile and for 
the county without service, as well 
as carefully selected additions to the 
regional book collection. 


A trained librarian was hired to 
be in charge of the bookmobile and to 
make plans with the commission staff 
for its use in the region. A clerk 
with library experience was hired, 
and a driver was found so that as 
soon as the bookmobile was delivered, 
publicized demonstration runs were 
made and regular runs were started 
two weeks after the bookmobile was 
delivered. Staff members from the 
Arkansas Library Commission helped 
in the regional library in all phases 
of the plans. 


The bookmobile in the North Ark- 
ansas Regional Library is being used 
as a multi-purpose unit. It travels on 
a three-weeks’ schedule which in- 
cludes all branches, schools in remote 
parts of the area and all communi- 
ties on its route. Travel is limited to 
hard surfaced roads but a station 
wagon provides delivery service to 
other points. 


Bookmobile service enables the 
branch librarian to select the books 
she wants from the bookmobile. The 
staff also provides any professional 
help they can by answering requests, 
helping to keep the collection active 
and ordering books for the branch. 
Each branch has been assigned a dis- 
tinctive color for order slips to speed 
up the delivery of that book after it 
is processed. Strips of paper of the 
same color are used at headquarters 
to indicate the destination for a re- 
quest book ready for the bookmobile. 
Any patron may select books from 
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the bookmobile and they are checked 
out through the bookmobile. 


School service from the bookmo- 
bile is limited to those schools which 
are too far to come to the regional 
library to select their collections and 
the small schools of one or two rooms 
(pupils in these schools may each se- 
lect a book from the bookmobile). 
In the larger schools teachers or stu- 
dent committees make the selection. 


Service to communities that pre- 
viously had no service or were served 
by a book deposit in a store is the 
most needed and rewarding activity 
of the bookmobile staff. People in 
these communities have had little 
contact with a trained librarian; and 
the available book collections had 
been limited. Patrons are notified 
by radio and newspaper publicity and 
card notices are sent to borrowers 
and key people in advance of the 
trips. The response is most grati- 
fying; the knowledge and ability of 
the bookmobile staff is meeting a 
challenge in its efforts to keep on 
the bookmobile a live, up-to-date col- 
lection which will fill the needs of 
people wherever the bookmobile 
stops. 


It is hard to estimate the value of 
the program after only four months 
of active operation. Some new prob- 
lems have to be considered each day. 
Some of the areas annexed to the 
region had been previously served 
by mail from State Library Com- 
mission. An entire new pattern of 
service had to be explained to these 
individuals and schools. The Library 
Commission made a list of these and 
mailed individual letters to them. 
Areas which had some type of local 
service have been easier to fit into 
the bookmobile program than those 
which have been served by mail only. 


Scheduling trips is a real problem. 
When one bookmobile travels over a 
six-country area the stops have to 
be limited. Trips which can be made 
in a loop are much better than trips 
which have to return by the same 
route. Even though retraced miles 
are tiresome and uneconomical, the 
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geography of the Ozark area makes 
it impossible to make all loop trips. 
Schedules have to be fitted into school 
hours, branch library hours, and 
special community events such as the 
weekly sale day or train runs or the 
arrival of the mail. 


Schedules have to remain flexible 
enough to adjust to new stops as 
schools open and close and as unex- 
pected demands require a new stop 
or even a new route. Road repairs, 
bad weather and “flu” epidemics as 
well as holidays can disrupt a sched- 
ule. 


Radio publicity has been the most 
effective method of bringing patrons 
to the bookmobile. Satisfied patrons 
also bring their friends. The careful 
book selection procedures for acqui- 
sition of the bookmobile collection 
have been a big factor in the good im- 
pression that the bookmobile has 
made and the type of patron that 
keeps returning. In addition to radio 
the trips are publicized by daily and 
weekly papers and a specially de- 
signed post card mailed to patrons on 
the route. It takes some mental gym- 
nastics to notify radio stations and 
daily papers of one week’s schedules, 
the patrons in rural areas of next 
week’s schedules and to send week 
after next’s schedule to rural week- 
lies!

WHITE-WOODRUFF 


White-Woodruff Regional Library 
was established Monday, December 2, 
when the White County Library 
Board and the Woodruff County 
Library Board met at the White 
County Court House in the court 
room to discuss the merger of the 
two counties. Mrs. Merlin M. Moore, 
chairman, Mrs. W. H. McCain, trustee 
from second Congressional District, 
Mrs. Lee Martin, member-at-large, 
and Mrs. Karl Neal, executive secre- 
tary and librarian, of the Arkansas 
Library Commission were also pres- 
ent. The two boards voted to join 
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of material to refill the bookmobile 
shelves each trip, since individual 
interests and cultural groups vary 
greatly from one section to another. 


Delivery trips to areas still un- 
served by the bookmobile are to be 
made on schedule as soon as the size 
of the book collection permits. At 
present the exchanges have to be 
staggered in order to meet the de- 
mand for school collections and sta- 
tion deposit collections. These de- 
liveries are made by station wagon 
even on bookmobile routes because 
boxes of books get in the patrons’ way 
and delivery stops disrupt a regular 
schedule. Many school librarians 
prefer to select and take the books 
from the regional libraries. 


Library processes are being sim- 
plified so that more staff time can 
be devoted to the increased work load 
necessitated by the larger unit. Re- 
organization of some routines must 
wait on the new library building be- 
cause of lack of space and shelving. 


Federal funds have put new vigor 
into the entire system. They have 
provided new books and services and 
forced a reappraisal of old proce- 
dures. The work and planning in- 
volved has been tremendous; but as 
the days pass we are more convinced 
that the project has true significance 
in library service to northwest Ark- 
ansas as a goal virtually achieved. 


REGIONAL LIBRARY 


in a regional library to be called the 
White-Woodruff Regional Library. 
Three members from each board were 
chosen to form the regional library 
board. Members are W. E. Orr, Mrs. 
Hubert Smith, and Mrs. Prince Wood 
from White County; Dr. F. C. Mc- 
Guire, J. T. James, and Mrs. J. B. 
Kittrell from Woodruff County. 


The newly formed regional board 
met in Augusta December 10. W. E. 
Orr, Searcy, was elected chairman 
and Mrs. Inez S. Bishop, librarian. 
Bookmobile service will be extended 
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from White to Woodruff County be- 
ginning early in 1958. Mrs. Jessie 
Loftin, Augusta, will continue in her 
position as librarian of the Woodruff 
County Library and will work under 
the supervision of Mrs. Inez S. Bishop, 
regional librarian. 


A program of library improvement 
for the two-county region will be pos- 
sible through the administration of 
state and federal aid, to supplement 
the income of the two counties from 
the mill tax. A station wagon, in 
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addition to the bookmobile already 
owned by White County, will be pur- 
chased for use in the two-county area. 
Additional books will be purchased 
and salaries of bookmobile driver and 
clerk will be paid with federal funds 
for a period of two years. 


The willingness of the two boards 
to cooperate in the program and to 
support local libraries with tax money 
determined the policy of the Ark- 
ansas Library Commission in grant- 
ing federal aid. 


BUDGET BOOST FOR LIBRARY IS PROPOSED 


A proposed budget, asking for ad- 
ditional appropriations for each of 
the four counties served by the South- 
west Regional Library, was presented 
at the November meeting of that 
group in Nashville by Mrs. Marguer- 
ite Amonette, regional librarian. 


The board approved the budget 
tentatively, with each county in- 
structed to hold a meeting of county 
trustees and notify the regional board 
by December 1 whether it could meet 
the requirements of the budget. 


The Arkansas Library Commission 
hopes to place a bookmobile in this 
region if local support is increased. 
The bookmobile will hold 1,600 books 
and will make regular stops in the 
four counties. 


Residents of neighboring counties, 
Polk and Montgomery, would be en- 
couraged to organize county library 
service. 


The regional library now serves 
Sevier, Howard, Pike and Little River 
counties. 


Those attending the Nashville meet- 
ing included Miss Pearl Williamson, 
trustee, Arkansas Library Commis- 
sion, representing the fourth congres- 
sional district; Mrs. Karl Neal, execu- 
tive secretary and Miss Freddy 
Schader, administrative assistant, 
Arkansas Library Commission; Rex 
Ramsey, chairman of the board, How- 
ard county; C. A. Franks and Mrs. 
Ruth LaGrone of Little River and 
E. W. Boatman of Sevier county. 


At separate county board meetings 
the four counties in the region ap- 
proved the additional appropriations 
requested for the regional budget. 
Quorum courts in Howard, Little Riv- 
er and Pike voted increased appro- 
priations. The Sevier County Li- 
brary has the one-mill library tax and 
has approved aid from the tax for the 
regional library. 


A LADY AND A LIBRARY

for the DeWitt Public Library will 
be dedicated early in 1958. Interested 
citizens will attend and be proud of 
the fact that they helped with this 
outstanding project for their com- 
munity. In the hearts and minds of

the key person responsible for the 
construction of the library building— 
Mrs. George Pike of DeWitt. 


Mrs. Pike—“Winnie”, as she is 
known to many of her home town 
folks—has been the spark that kept

drive. As president of the DeWitt 
Library Board, Mrs. Pike with her 
husband’s’ assistance managed a 
“kick-off” campaign so successfully 
that a goal was reached in a remark- 
ably short period of time—all with 
a fine spirit of cooperation from a 
team of community-minded citizens 
of south Arkansas county. 


A steering committee composed of 
C. P. Chaney, R. H. Maddox, Ted 
Muller, George Pike, R. W. Dudley, 
L. R. Dearing, Julian Brown, H. C. 
Adams, Wilmer Loveless, Bill Nors- 
worthy, Godfrey Thomas, Lawson 
Fly, and Harold Kendall—was ap- 
pointed. The first goal of $21,000 was 
reached within six months, from 
November, 1956, to May, 1957; and 
actual construction began September 
2, 1957. The Building Committee was 
headed by C. P. Chaney, and in- 
cluded R. H. Maddox, Ted Muller, and 
George Pike from the Steering Com- 
mittee. 


Memorial gifts totaling $5,500 were 
given to the Library Building Fund 
by Mrs. Viola Smith and Mrs. Mildred 
S. Roman of Crowley, La., in memory 
of their nephew, the late John Smith 
of DeWitt. Additional memorial gifts 
have been given recently in memory 
of three prominent DeWitt citizens, 
C. N. Ruffin, W. H. Davis, and Bee 
Hudson. Money has been used to buy 
books and furniture for the new 
building. For many years, individ- 
uals have contributed especially se- 
lected books, in memory of friends 
and loved ones. 


At a recent meeting of the Library 
Board, it was voted to adopt a volun- 
tary membership plan for mainte- 
nance and operating expense of the 
library. Individuals will purchase 
$5.00 memberships to augment sources 
of revenue from clubs of the city, 
the City of DeWitt, and Arkansas 
county. The necessary sum will be 
realized in this way each year to 
maintain a free public library for the 
area surrounding DeWitt. 
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DeWitt citizens also recall that Mrs. 
E. W. McCuskey, now living in New 
York, was the first to suggest a pub- 
lic library for DeWitt. Mrs. McCus- 
key was president of the Mother’s 
Club of DeWitt in 1926, and with the 
help of other Mother’s Club members, 
promoted a “Library Tea” during the 
month of June, 1926. Friends of the 
proposed library were invited to at- 
tend the tea and bring a book. These 
books were the nucleus of a library 
which today contains more than 7,000 
volumes. Mrs. R. M. Davis, another 
member of the Mother’s Club, was 
elected as the first president of the 
Library Board, an organization which 
still functions today with a roster of 
elected officers and appointed repre- 
sentatives from the various civic and 
fraternal organizations of DeWitt. 


Mrs. G. L. Sanders, former resident 
of DeWitt now living in Memphis, 
Tenn., and Mrs. C. N. Ruffin, DeWitt, 
for several years a member of the 
Arkansas Library Commission, were 
two members of the DeWitt Library 
Board who carried on for the library 
with extraordinary interest. The 
growth of the DeWitt Public Library 
has been due largely to their de- 
voted efforts and their concern for 
the reading interests of the com- 
munity. 


When the Veteran’s Memorial 
Building was erected in 1952 by south 
Arkansas county citizens, under spon- 
sorship of the American Legion, a 
room was set aside in the community 
building for the DeWitt Library. 
From this room in the Memorial 
Building, the library will be moved 
to its spacious new home on the cor- 
ner of Maxwell Avenue and Adams 
Street in DeWitt. This final moving 
day will be the fourth for the DeWitt 
Library. It was first housed above 
Latimer Drug Store on the north side 
of the square, then in the First Na- 
tional Bank Building, and next on 
the third floor of the County Court 
House. W.C. Poynter, long time resi- 
dent of DeWitt, was among the early 
friends of the DeWitt Library. Mrs. 
Mayo Hudson is the present librarian. 
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BI-REGIONAL CONFERENCE ON CHILDREN AND YOUTH 
By Anne S. Jackson? 


The first Bi-Regional Conference 
of State Planning Commissions for 
Children and Youth convened at the 
Claridge Hotel, Memphis, Tennessee, 
November 18-20. The meeting was 
sponsored by the Atlanta and Dallas 
regional officers of the U. S. Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, the Louisiana Youth 
Commission, and the Tennessee Com- 
mission on Youth Guidance. 


This was the first meeting of its 
kind held in the United States and 
was designed for the exchange of in- 
formation on work with children and 
youth and for mutual help. Needs 
of young people in the southern states 
were discussed and the members of 
Youth Commissions attending parti- 
cipated in sharing ideas and methods 
in meeting these needs. 


About fifty commissioners and 
members of the advisory groups from 
Tennessee, Texas, New Mexico, Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina, Alabama, 
Florida, Louisiana and Arkansas at- 
tended the idea-swapping, three-day 
conference. 


Richard H. Lyle, regional director 
of the United States Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare, At- 
lanta, Georgia, outlined the Confer- 
ence channel of aid when he said 
that “we organize various agencies 
of child aid into one operable force.” 
Mr. Lyle also told the group that “the 
percent of juvenile delinquency 
among the nation’s youth is not ap- 
preciably higher than previously, but 
just more publicized.” The impor- 
tance of the Christian home environ- 
ment was stressed as of greater sig- 
nificance in the development of chil- 
dren into good citizens than the in- 
fluence of other agencies. 


Mrs. Katherine B. Oettinger, chief 
of the National Bureau, Washington, 
D. C., spoke to the group on Monday 
morning. She reported on the work 
with children and youth from the na- 
tional level. Arkansas was repre- 
sented at the Conference by members 
of the Arkansas Council on Children 
and Youth and other interested per- 
sons. The Arkansas Library Com- 
mission was represented by Mrs. 
Anne Jackson, library consultant. It 
is our belief that libraries have a 
great responsibility in serving youth. 
The libraries of our state are working 
seriously to this end.

DID YOU KNOW THAT—? 


Dr. H. H. Price of Pocahontas, Ran- 
dolph County, who is now a member 
of the state’s House of Representa- 
tives, is the same Dr. Price who, in 
1937, presented the bill which secured 
for Arkansas free library service? Dr. 
Price, a native of Randolph County, 
was first elected to the legislature in 
1936. He served in the regular session 
in 1937, and the special session in 
1938. It was during the 1937 session 
that he presented the bill which now 
enables us to have free county library 
service in Arkansas. After his per- 
suasive speech before the Assembly 
his bill passed both the House and 
the Senate by a large majority. Dr. 
Price was again elected to serve Ran- 
dolph County as its representative in 
1956. He is now, as he was in 1937, 
a staunch supporter and friend of 
the libraries of our state. 


Mrs. Rufus K. Baker, chairman of 
the Randolph County library board, 
was a member of the first State Li- 
brary Commission. She was ap- 
pointed, in 1937, by Governor Carl 
E. Bailey, to represent the American 
Legion Auxiliary on the Library 
Commission. Mrs. Baker was one of 
the many persons who assisted and 
worked untiringly to secure passage 
of the library bill which was pre- 
sented by Dr. Price. She, along with 
the others who pioneered in this ser- 
vice, is certainly due much credit for 
her splendid work, both in those early 
days and at the present time.

Baker has served for the past three 
years as chairman of the Randolph 
County library board. She is ever 
ready to do whatever she can to fur- 
ther the cause of free library service, 
not only for her own county but for 
the state of Arkansas as a whole.

Mrs. Billy Veazey was named Ham- 
burg’s “Woman of Achievement” for 
the year 1957-58 by the Hamburg 
Business and Professional Women’s 
Club during Business Women’s Week. 


The announcement was made at a 
dinner meeting and the 19th Anni- 
versary of the Club which was held 
in the B. & P. W. Building on Thurs- 
day evening, September 26th. She 
was presented a Nike Statuette desk 
ornament by Miss Minnie Looney, 
chairman of Business Women’s Week 
activities in Hamburg.
